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COLD  STORAGE  REPORT 


Analysis  of  holdings  and  space  October  31*  1957 

/Data  for  this  report  are  collected  from  public,  private,  and  semiprivate  ware- 
houses, apple  houses,  and  meat-packing  plants  where  food  products  are  generally 
stored  for  30  days  or  more*  Commodities  in  space  owned  or  leased  and  operated 
by  the  armed  services  are  not  reported*  All  October  31  figures  are  preliminary^ 

Commodity  summary 

Refrigerated  stocks  in  cold  storage  warehouses  on  October  31  reached  7*2  billion 
pounds,  the  largest  in  history,  according  to  the  Crop  Reporting  Board*  More  than 
half  of  these  holdings  were  in  cooler  space  (30°  F.  and  above)  and  the  bulk  of  it 
was  fresh  fruits  and  vegetables.  About  3*1  billion  pounds  were  in  freezer  space, 
approximately  the  same  as  a month  earlier.  However,  frozen  vegetable  stocks  were 
up  to  more  than  1 billion  pounds — the  largest  in  history*  By  comparison,  the 
1952-56  average  for  October  31  is  726  million  pounds*  According  to  the  5-year 
average,  frozen  fruit  stocks  usually  increase  during  October,  but  this  year  hold- 
ings were  reduced  18  million  to  5U8  million  pounds  by  the  end  of  the  month.  This 
time  last  year,  stocks  totaled  1;83  million  pounds.  Stocks  of  orange  concentrate 
were  reduced  during  the  month  by  about  the  same  quantity  as  a year  earlier.  A 
6 million  gallon  reduction  left  23  million  gallons  in  storage,  the  same  as  last 
October  31  but  6 million  more  than  average  for  this  date.  Also  contributing  to 
record  stocks  in  freezers  were  the  largest  holdings  of  poultry  ever.  About 
376  million  pounds  were  in  storage  on  October  31  compared  with  362  million  a year 
earlier  and  287  million  pounds,  the  5-year  average.  Much  of  the  increased 
poultry  holdings  was  due  to  heavy  stocks  of  turkeys  which  totaled  2l;l  million 
pounds,  an  all-time  record.  Stocks  of  shell  eggs  were  down  to  550,000  cases 
while  holdings  of  frozen  eggs  were  reduced  to  123  million  pounds.  Average  hold- 
ings of  shell  eggs  are  669*000  cases  and  frozen  eggs,  112  million  pounds*  Butter 
and  American  cheese  stocks  each  were  reduced  during  October*  About  121;  million 
pounds  of  butter  were  in  storage  on  October  31*  about  twice  the  quantity  in 
storage  a year  earlier.  American  cheese  stocks  at  U25  million  pounds  compare 
with  UU9  million  pounds  a year  earlier.  Red  meat  holdings  increased  slightly 
during  October.  The  seasonal  gain  of  only  8 million  pounds  was  half  the  usual 
October  increase.  Stocks,  at  313  million  pounds,  were  one-fifth  less  than  a year 
ago  and  one -fourth  less  than  average. 

Storage  occupancy 

Utilization  of  freezer  and  cooler  space  increased  during  October.  By  the  end  of 
the  month,  cooler  occupancy  was  63  percent,  up  3 points  from  a month  earlier. 

Last  year  this  date,  71  percent  of  the  cooler  space  was  occupied;  the  1952-56 
average  is  70  percent.  By  the  end  of  October,  all  regions  showed  gains  in  cooler 
occupancy  except  the  Pacific  which  remained  the  same.  The  largest  changes  were 
in  the  Middle  Atlantic,  up  8 points  and  South  Atlantic,  up  6 points.  However, 
cooler  occupancies  in  most  regions  were  less  than  last  year  and  the  average. 
Freezer  occupancy  on  October  31  was  75  percent — up  2 points  from  a month  ago  but 
3 points  below  average.  Freezer  occupancies  by  regions  were  all  above  the 
previous  month  and  October  gains  ranged  up  to  5 points.  Freezer  occupancies  in 
nearly  all  regions  were  below  a year  ago  and  average  for  this  date. 

Vegetables,  .juices,  and  fruit 

October  31  stocks  of  frozen  vegetables  reached  a new  high  with  over  1 billion 
pounds  in  storage.  This  quantity  was  38  percent  larger  than  average  October  31 
holdings  and  10  percent  larger  than  stocks  of  a year  earlier*  Many  of  the 
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individual  vegetable  items  showed  seasonal  gains  and  they  ranged  from  2 million 
pounds  (mixed  vegetables)  to  22  million  (miscellaneous  frozen  vegetables) 0 How- 
ever, decreases  were  reported  in  stocks  of  peas,  down  30  million  to  293  million; 
snap  beans,  down  11  million  to  106  million;  corn,  down  5 million  and  asparagus 
3 million  to  total  120  and  29  million  pounds,  respectively*  Orange  juice  concen- 
trate holdings  were  reduced  seasonally  in  an  amount  greater  than  average  but 
equal  to  the  October  reduction  of  a year  earlier.  Current  stocks,  at  23  million 
gallons,  compare  with  a like  amount  in  October  1956,  Frozen  fruit  stocks  showed 
an  unusually  large  October  reduction — 18  million  pounds.  This  net  disappearance 
left  5U8  million  pounds  in  storage,  about  one-third  more  than  usual  and  13  per- 
cent more  than  a year  earlier*  Item-wise,  stocks  of  apricots,  blackberries, 
blueberries,  raspberries,  strawberries,  cherries,  peaches,  plums  and  prunes,  each 
showed  October  decreases.  The  largest  was  a 17  million  reduction  in  strawberries 
which  reduced  these  holdings  to  212  million  pounds.  This  was  5 percent  less  than 
a year  earlier  but  3)4  percent  greater  than  average*  Stocks  of  fresh  apples 
totaled  I|9  million  bushels;  fresh  pears,  U million  bushels,  Pacific  Northwest 
States  accounted  for  almost  26  million  bushels  of  apples,  Virginia  had  2 million 
bushels  and  U million  were  in  Michigan.  New  York  reported  7 million  bushels  and 
New  England  1;  million  bushels. 

Poultry  and  daily  stocks 

With  a net  gain  of  nearly  92  million  pounds  in  turkey  stocks  during  the  month, 
poultry  stocks  totaled  376  million  pounds  on  October  31*  surpassing  the  previous 
record  holdings  in  November  1956  by  8 million  pounds.  Last  year,  362  million 
pounds  were  in  storage  while  average  holdings  for  this  date  are  287  million 
pounds.  Turkey  stocks  totaled  about  2l;l  million  pounds  on  October  31<*  This  ex- 
ceeded the  previous  record  holdings  of  last  year  this  date  by  iiU  million  pounds. 
The  1952-56  average  is  150  million  pounds.  Broilers,  ro asters  and  hen  stocks 
shared  in  the  current  gains.  The  net  disappearance  of  3/4-5*000  cases  of  shell 
eggs  during  the  month  brought  the  October  31  stocks  to  550,000  cases.  Last  year, 
6l6,000  cases  were  in  storage  while  669*000  cases  is  average  for  this  date. 

Frozen  egg  stocks  totaled  nearly  123  million  pounds  on  October  31*  Frozen  egg 
stocks  were  down  7 percent  from  a year  earlier  but  10  percent  above  average. 

Cheese  stocks  totaled  nearly  lj.65  million  pounds  on  October  31®  The  net  disap- 
pearance of  33  million  pounds  during  the  month  was  10  million  pounds  less  than  a 
year  ago  but  12  million  more  than  average.  American  Cheddar  cheese  made  up  the 
bulk  of  the  total  cheese  stocks  with  1+25  million  pounds  in  storage  on  October  31® 
Last  year  this  date,  American  cheese  stocks  totaled  I4JL1.8  million  pounds  while  the 
average  is  Lj.38  million.  Butter  stocks  declined  21  million  pounds  during  the  month 
to  total  125  million  on  October  31®  Average  holdings  for  this  date  are  239  mil- 
lion pounds  whereas  on  October  31*  1956,  stocks  totaled  62  million  pounds. 

Meat  and  Treat  products 

lied  meats  totaled  313  million  pounds  on  October  31*  up  8 million  pounds  from  the 
previous  month.  Compared  with  last  year  and  average,  current  stocks  were  down  19 
and  2k  percent,  respectively.  Beef  stocks  showed  a net  gain  of  2 million  pounds 
during  the  month  and  totaled  nearly  107  million  pounds  on  October  31®  Last  year 
this  date,  1 k9  million  pounds  of  beef  were  in  storage  while  152  million  is  the 
1952-56  average.  Pork  stocks  totaled  138  million  pounds  on  October  31 — up  k mil- 
lion pounds  from  the  previous  month.  Last  year  nearly  168  million  pounds  of  pork 
were  in  storage,  but  average  holdings  for  this  date  are  205  million  pounds.  Sub- 
stantial gains  in  frozen  pork  cuts  (picnics,  hams,  and  bellies),  up  10  million 
pounds,  were  more  than  enough  to  offset  declines  in  other  classifications  of  pork 
stocks.
